SELF-FILLING PEN

Ottawa, Feb. 21.—Sir Wilfrid Luurier 
in introducing his autonomy bill In tho 
House to-day said that if the nineteenth 
century was that of the States, tho 
twentieth century would be that of Can¬ 
ada. While the United States devoted 
its attention to rapid growth and develop¬ 
ment, western Canada was progressing 
by a slower method and producing a 
higher civilisation. It was no slnuderon 
the States to say that frontier civilisa¬ 
tion in the States for years was a by¬ 
word. Canada was satisfied with slower 
progress. The Premier spoke of tho 
early years of Confederation, when 
British Columbia was nt one end and 
there lay a stretch of thousands of mileo 
between that province and Ontario, left 
to the Hudson’* Ray Company for fur 
trade purposes. Sir Wilfrid then showed 
how in 1875 Mr. Mackenzie gave a con¬ 
stitution to the Northwest. He review¬ 
ed) what had been done since that time in 
extending responsible government to tho 
Northwest, and all that remained was 
the placing of stamps of Canadian 
nationality upon them.

ATTACK MINISTRY 


JOINED BY LEADER 

OF IRISH UNIONISTS 


Redmond’s Speech and Wyndham’s Re¬ 
ply- Rnmors of Resignation of Lord 
Llentenant of Ireland. 


London, Feb. 20.—In moving as an 
«meudment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne, the declara¬ 
tion that “the present system of gov¬ 
ernment (of Ireland) is opposed to the 
■will of the Irish people,” John Redmond 
led the Irish party in the House of 
Commons to-day iu au attack that con¬ 
tained for the Conservative ministry 
more of menace than lay in the fiscal 
debate precipitated by Mr. Asquith's 
amendment last week. The Redmond 
«mcudment was carefully calculated, in 
fact, to undermiue the government's 
majority. Interest in the debate was 
intensified by n report that the Earl of 
Dudley bad resigned the lord lieutenancy 
«if Ireland. This report, which was 
given wide credence, has put heart iu the 
.Nationalists, who made the attack on 
the Earl of Dudley one of the features 
of their speeches. The debate drew a 
4T0!Vded gallery and peers especially were 
noticeable. 

Mr. Redmond said it was Accessary to 


first source of serious misunderstanding. 
Ignorant of Indian affairs, I did not 
know that a semi-elective council exist¬ 
ed in India, and therefore it never occur¬ 
red to me in my conversations with Mac¬ 
Donnell that he had in mind any board 
partially elected as part of the reforms 
of which I approved." 

Mr. Wyndham said he was absent 
when the devolution scheme was pub¬ 
lished. and that when he returned with¬ 
out consulting MacDonnell he wrote to 
the papers denouncing the elective 
council’s feature. Mr. Wyndham said 
the cabinet never had doubted Mac- 
Donnell's loyalty. Mr. Wyndham ad¬ 
mitted that MacDonnell perhaps was 
justified in taking his approval for 
granted. 

T. W. Russell, Winston Churchill and 
others bitterly assailed the govern¬ 
ment’s management of Irish affairs, and 
the Earl of Dudjey’s administration. 

The rumor of the resignation of the 
Eqrl of Dudley quickly spread through 
the House of Commons, but late to¬ 
night the lord lieutenant’s secretary de¬ 
clared the rumor to he unfounded. 

A special cabinet meeting has been 
summoned for to-morrow. 

Cabinet To Meet. 

London. Feb. 21.—Until after today’s 
meeting of the cabinet nothing will be 
definitely known of the outcome of the 
MacDonnell question. There is a strong 
impression that the crisis will not end 
without some modification of the cabinet. 
Mr. Wyndhnm’s speech is admitted by 
his own newspaper supporters to have 
been weak, and throughout he appeared 
uncomfortable, especially when Winston 
Churchill put to him the awkward ques¬ 
tion: “If Sir Antony were reproved how 
bad the viceroy escaped reproof?" 

Lord Hugh Ceil to some extent saved 
the situation by following Mr. Wyndham. 
friendly supporting the government, and 
declaring Home Rule to he as dead as 
the do-dc. and treating the whole matter 
as one of little consequence. 

In the oonrse of his speech, Mr. 


Irish Unionists, was as bitter as the Na¬ 
tionalist leader himself in his condemna¬ 
tion of the present government.

Iu doing so he paid a splendid tri- 
fjute to Sir Antony MacDonnell, who, 
with his Indian experiences, found 
analogies between my ideas and ideas he 
had formed in India.

NORTH SEA INQUIRY. 


Admirals of Austria and United States 
Designated to Draw Up Report. 

Paris, Feb. 20.—Admiral Von Spann 
(Aiistro-Hungary) and Rear-Admiral 
Davis (United State*) have been dcsig- 
| nated to draw up the report of the in¬ 
ternational commission of inquiry iuto 
1 the North Sea incident. This will be 
presented in secret session Wednesday 
for discussion and liual approval. The 
Austrian and American admirals have 
been chosen as representing elements on 
the commission which are entirely neu¬ 
tral nnd not connected directly or by po¬ 
litical affiliation with either Russia or 
Great Britain. 

Admirals Von Spaun and Davis held 9 
session yesterday nnd met twin* to-day. 
Their main work i* to fulfill the require¬ 
ment of the protocol that the COimuistioi 
report all the circumstances of the in¬ 
cident. While this detailed recital in¬ 
volves the main issue, namely whether 
torpedo boats were present and whether 
Admiral Rojestvensky was J inMfl.sl iu 
firing, yet the full board of adudr.iis re¬ 
serve* final determination of the main 
questions until after the presftnta'hqi rf 
Admirals Von Spaun and Davis’s recital 
of the circumstance. The;••»!.. •«*. no 
positive decisiou hus yet bent rtn©h*d 
upon the main points, but the r number 
nnd circumstances seem to indicate ,i 
definite inclination of the majority of 
the commission toward part’aily justify¬ 
ing or excusing Admiral Rojcstvenskv’s 
action. 

It is generally believed In well inform¬ 
ed circles that Vice-Admiral Donhnssoff i 
(Russian), Admiral Fournier (French), 
president of the commission, and Admiral 
^ >n Spaun incline in the foregoing view, 
while Rear-Admiral Sir Lewis A Beau¬ 
mont (Great Britain) and Admiral Davis 
are considered favorable to the British 
view that no torpedo boats were present 
and that, therefore, there was no justi¬ 
fication for the firing. But it in impos¬ 
sible to positively verily this alignment 
of the admirals. Moreover, the ltoard 
apparently i» socking to reconcile differ¬ 
ences so that the decision may not be a 
pronounced victor}’ for either side, but 
measurably acceptable to both.

The paternal solicitude of the McBride 
government, under the dominating influ¬ 
ence of its strong right hand and denr 
allies the Socialists, for the welfare of 
the “Workers” of British Columbia, Is 
worthy of the deepest respect and veuor¬ 
ation. The Times has from the begin¬ 
ning of ita career advocaled, we trust 
within the bounds of reason nnd common 
sense, the cause of the toiling masses. It 
has never deviated from its course a 
Jiandbreadth. Therefore we know we 
shall not be misunderstood when we 
raise a protest against the marked see- 
tiouulism which has characterized the 
working day restrictive legislation the 
Socialists in the Legislature have pro¬ 
posed and the government, whose duty 
it is guard the interests of'the whole 
country, bos not dared to oppose. 

The mine works of British Columbia 
pursue a hazardous occupation. They 
aro entitled to every possible protection 
the government of the country, under the 
advice of res|M>nsihIe.and experienced au¬ 
thorities, can give their lives in the un¬ 
derground passages in which they are 
compelled to pursue their calling nnd 
earn a livelihood. If excessive hours of 
labor constitute a menace to their health, 
nnd their employers have such a grip 
upon them that they cannot be said to 
bo free agents an/l aro coerced into injur¬ 
ing their physical being in order to ob¬ 
tain a livelihood, the right and the duty 
of the legislature to interfere in their be¬ 
half would be manifest. But every de¬ 
tail outside of the limits we hare speci¬ 
fied, wo submit, should, as in other in¬ 
dustrial* occupations. be left to be ad¬ 
justed between employer and employee. 
The natural course of industrial evolu¬ 
tion has reduced the hours of la^or in all 
the occupations of life Muring the past 
quarter of a century b j at leost twenty- 
five per ceut. Why not let the forces 
of evolution solve kuotty problems for us 
instead of takiug possession by violence 
and running the risk of creating disturb¬ 
ances that may result in another period 
of industrial paralysis? It may be that 
the workers to whom the Socia lists in 
their wisdom nnd their burning desire to 
do their neighors gimd devote their spe¬ 
cial talents suffer more physically from 
undue pressure than the clerks in stores, 
in offices nnd in the great commercial 
establishments of the country. The 
miners may be more grievously oppress¬ 
ed and less sufficiently nourished than 
the thousands of workers in the shops 
and business houses of the oitites: hut 
if they are they do. not look it. The 
agriculturists of our land do not recognize 
an eight hour day. and their employees 
receive no recognition from a paternal 
government. Why this invidious dis¬ 
crimination? 

We understand that snm«* of the mine 
owners of British Columbia threaten to 
close their works if the amendments to 
the eight-hour law applicable to coal 
mines proposed by Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwaite go into effect. That would bo 
a drastic nnd in many respects an inde¬ 
fensible course to pursue. But the em¬ 
ployers of the miners will no doubt con¬ 
tend with some force that they have as 
much right to refuse the men work ex¬ 
cept upon certain conditions as the men 
have to refuse to go to work except upon 
certain conditions. The valuable proper¬ 
ties they possess were conveyed to them 
by a prodigal government; but, having 
passed, the estates are theirs to manage 
as they think proper. If they believe 
they cannot be worked to advantage un¬ 
der the regulations proposed by the gov¬ 
ernment, they will obviously be within 
their rights in closing them down. 

It is the duty of the government to op¬ 
pose nnd to kill all such pernicious nnd 
disturbance breeding legislation, but it 
is the will of the government to purchase 
power at the expense of the industrial 
tranquility of the province. McBride 
has sold us into the hands of the spo’l- 
ere, and we must pay the price.

GOVERNMENT AND RESERVE. 


The Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works desire* to relive the Provincial 
Legislature of the unnecessary worry 
and anxiety of making a satisfactory dis¬ 
position of the Indian Reserve “in ease 
the mutter is settled so far as the Dom¬ 
inion government is concerned.” Hon. 
R. 'F. Green knows, we presume, that 
the matter has been settled so far as the 
Dominion govemmeut is concerned. The 
Indiana might have bet* removed months 
ago if the matter had been settled so far 
as the provincial govefrnqpent is concern¬ 
ed. Now that the time has come for 
*ction the McBride government is a axi¬ 
om* to have a free hand, for the benefit 
of the Legislature, of course, but there 
is a possibility that if the Legislature 
did not stand upon its rights and insist 
upon reserving to itself the right it 
possesses, events might prove that the 
design of the government in asking, in 
the artless way peculiar to the Chief 
Commissioner, for summary powers was 
to benefit its own members and their par¬ 
ticular friends. If the Legislature places 
any such power a9 is asked for in the 
hands of the McBride government, the 
responsibility for result# will rest upon 
the heads of the mem Imre. 

The Chief Commissioner is in a great 
hurry now to get the Indians removed 
and to dispose of the reserve. He is in 
«mch haste that he does not want to 
wait until next year for the Legislature 
to consider the matter and to take such 
action as it sees fit. He wants the Legis¬ 
lature to delegate it* powers to him in 
order that he may be competent to take 
action some time during the present 
year, or before the members come to¬ 
gether again. Having waited so long, we 
Leiiere the people of Victoria, who are 
the parties chiefly concerned, will be 
capable of enduring the suspense until 
the beginning of next year. The Legis¬ 
lature will he in session then with all the 
facts of the year hyfore it, and will 
therefore be in a position to act intelli¬ 
gently in the interests of the people erf 
the province. 

In the meantime it might be well for 
Hon. R. F. Green to warm up and get 
in motion the machinery which must be 
used to place the Indians upon a new 
reserve. If he accomplishes that within 
a year's time he will have done a very 
good piece of work indeed, and he will 
hlive the sincere thank* of all Interest!*!. 
Jf the reserve is clear and ready to dis- 
l>ose of. the Legislature trill ittead to 
the work of disposition for him.

Are the two terms so dlattuet, so opposed in 
sense, that one should offend, the other 
hatter? A uiuu of houesly and sense will 
Teseut both with equal indlguullon, for the 
accepting will brand him as a thing apart - 
waste matter lu the scheme of nature. 

. The present day has no time to waste on 
the humbug; even the scientist—the man 
that spends years lu studying the habits of 
a worm—passes this entomological specimen 
without note or comment. This Is tne age 
of men that do. a he world turned slowly 
once; there was time for moping and 
thoughtless standing still; but now we rr- 
vulve ut a high rate of speed; It Is neces¬ 
sary to make haste to prevent our falling 
off; and he that stands still is but an ob¬ 
stacle—he must be shoved along or tramp¬ 
led under fool.

USING RATS AS LABORERS. 


“To enlist rats in the construction of 
telephone systems may sound empirical 
to the electrical eugineer, but we have it 
on the Authority of Round Wave* that 
the familiar peat has been found a valu¬ 
able assistant in this work,” says the 
Scientific American supplement. ‘"To 
rtimuiate, however, it is necessary t6 
introduce his traditional enemy, the fer¬ 
ret. Then the process is simple. The 
subterranean tubes for the reception of 
the. cables having been Jaid, a rat is let 
loose at the starting point. Having run 
a little way, a trained ferret, with a 
string to hia leg, is turned in after him. 
The tube# run into manholes at interval*, 
and the rat. furtively glancing back, 
oees the glaring eye# of hia arch-foe 
rapidly advancing. By the end of the 
section of the tube the rat is either over¬ 
taken or falls into the manhole, and 
then another rat is requisitioned to run 
the next block. At the end of each sec¬ 
tion the string ia removed from the fer¬ 
ret’s leg. and a small rope, which fe then 
attached to the other end of the string, 
b hauled through.”

After a secretary had been tem¬ 
porarily appointed in the place of Stan¬ 
ley Porter, who was nbsent, the minutes 
were rend and adopted.

Dear Sir:—I have been instructed by tne 
committee of management to notify you 
that our association has withdrawn Its 
senior, intermediate and juulor teams from 
the league on account of the failure of the 
league to lire up to the by-laws and rules 
adopted for season of 1904-05. a clause of 
which reads: “Any member of a team of 
any oneathletlc association In the league, 
after (i/aylng In one league game, is re¬ 
stricted from playing for any other team 
in the\league games during the season.** 
This clause the league has totally ignored 
or misinterpreted in considering our pro¬ 
test of game, Fernwood vs. J. B. ’A. A. 
junior teams, on 23rd Jan.. 1905. 

I am also instructed to demand a refund 
of entrance fees In senior and Junior grades. 
So far as our intermediate team Is concern¬ 
ed, the final result Is not affected and the 
refund of entrance fee in that grade Is not 
asked, 

In cios'i p. I might add that this club Is 
always willing to stand by any fair deci¬ 
sion in any branch of aport which might 
affect members of this dob. but In the 
present instance the injustice Is considered 
- so flagrant that we cannot Id It pass with¬ 
out taking some action.

This opened up a sbmewhat lengthy 
discussion. The dispute, as is generally 
known, centres upon the playing of R. 
Lory, a bona fide member of tho Fern- 
wood Athletic Association, with the Fifth 
Regiment intermediates in a league 
match. Messrs. Looming-{J. B. A. A.). 
Marchatit (F. Y. M. A.) and Coldwell (V. 
W. A. A.), participated in the debate. 
The former claimed that the.player men¬ 
tioned had been guilty of a breach of the 
league's constitution, and, therefore, 
should be disqualified. The clause upon 
which he based his argument reads: 
4 ‘Any member of a team of any one ath¬ 
letic association in the league, after 
playing in one league game, is restricted 
from plnyiitg for any other team in tho 
league games during tho season.” He 
pointed out that, although no penalty 
was provided, it .was certainly Implied, 
and any fair-minded person would not 
hesitate in supporting the disqualification 
of a player tr.in*gre**iug the regulation 
mentioned. 

“Then why didn’t the J. B. A. A. 
juniors protest their match with the 
Fifth Regiment when i»ry, a well-known 
Fernwood man. assisted the militia 
team?” queried Mr. Marchant. 

‘‘Who ever heard of a team protesting 
a victory? Under such circumstances 
there is no ground .for a protest, and it 
isn’t natural for juoior players to com¬ 
plain because the constitution is being 
broken providing it doesn’t affect them,” 
retorted Mr. Leeming. 

Continuing. Mr. Marchant explained 
that Mr. Lory was a member of the F. 
Y. M. A. in goc»l standing. When he 
had gone to the Fifth Regiment inter¬ 
mediates there was no doubt that the 
constitution had been transgressed. Then 
was the time for the James Buy* to pro¬ 
test. Had It been done on tha^ occasion 
it would have been upheld unanimously. 
But they woo that game and allowed the 
•natter to slTUe. The J. B. A. A. met the 
Fernwood intermediate* with I^ory as 
one of the latter team’s player*, and 
were successful. Again they took no ac¬ 
tion. When, however, a third match 
with the Fernwoods resulted in defeat. 


the protest was immediately submitted. 
He claimed that the Bays' stand wasn’t 
sportsmanlike, and could not be justified 
by the constitution. It read in part: ‘‘I* 
restricted from playing with any other 
team.” Therefore the J. B. A. A., by 
letting Lory piny with the Fifth Regi¬ 
ment without protest, had missed the 
ekaiuv of obtuiuiug redress. The player 
mentioned being a member of the Fern- 
woods was not outside his rights iu play- 
lug for that team. 

Mr. Leeming acknowledged the view 
taken by other delegates, and agreed to 
lay the matter before the J. B. A. A. 
basketball committee. 

It was unanimously decided that the 
communication be referred back to the 
Janies Bay management committee. 

The meeting theu adjourned.

Recently for 
the third time, voluntary confession of 
the crime was made to the police. Geo. 
Frampton, aged 04, a pianoforte maker, 
called at the Hnminersmith police sta¬ 
tion, and said )ie wished to give himself 
uj for tj»e murder of Mr. Well*. 

Frampton was charged and a docu¬ 
ment, which he had dictated and signed, 
wa* read in court. It was to the effect 
that at the time of the murder he was 
wop-king at Kirkman's piano factory, that 
he had betting transactions with Wells, 
and that the latter owned him f^O, and 
Haul he could not pay aa he had no 
money. 

The statement continued as follows: 
"I asked him for the money in his shop 
several times. On the day of the 
murder I saw him in hi* shop between 
1 and 2 p.m. Jie would not pay me, 
and I waited for him until late at night, 
rnd about 11 p.m. followed him over 
Hammersmith bridge, to Barnes Com¬ 
mon. 

"When he got near the cemetery I 
asked him again for my money, but he 
had not got it. I had a bar of Iron nnder 
my coat that I had taken from Kirk- 
man’s factory. He turned away, and I 
struck him on the back of tho head with 
it.” The police attach little importance 
to the confession, ant^ the piurder of 
James Wells is likely to remain what It

POSAL OF MINERALS ON DOMINION 
LANDS IN MANITOBA, THE NORTH¬ 
WEST TERRITORIES AND TIIQ 
YUKON TERRITORY. 

Coal.—Coal Ian as may be purchased at $10 
per acre for sofo coal and $20 for anthra¬ 
cite. Not more than 820 acres can bo ac¬ 
quired by one Individual or company. 
Royalty at -th® rate of tea cents per ton of 
2 ,uuu puuuu® shall be collected on the gross 
output. 

Quart*.—Persons of eighteen years and 
over and Joint stock companies holding fre® 
miner's certificates may obtain entry for * 
mining location. 

A free miner's certificate Is granted for 
oue or more years, not exceeding five, upon 
payment tn advance of $7.50 per annum toe 
an Individual, and from $5o to $100 per an¬ 
num for a company, according to capital. 

,T. ,r< * e n,,IM *. r - having discovered mineral 
In'place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 feet 
by marking out the same with two legal 
posts, bearing location notices, one at each 
end on the line of the lode or vein. 

The claim shall be recorded within fifteen 
days if located within ten miles of u mining 
recorder's office, one additional d«y allowed 
for every additional ten miles or fraction. 
The fee for recording a claim Is $5. 

At letter $100 must be expended on th® 
claim each year or paid to the mining re¬ 
corder in lieu thereof. When $500 has been 
expended or paid, the locator may, upon 
having a survey made, aud upon complying 
with other requirements, purchase the 
land at $ 1.00 an acre- 

Permission tuuy be granted by the Minis- 
ter of the Interior to locate claims contain¬ 
ing Iron and mica, also copper. In the Yukon 
Territory, of an area not exceeding 10O 
acre®. 

The patent for n mining location shall 
provide for the payment of a Royalty of 2*6 
per cent, of the sales of the products of tho 
location. 

Placer Mining.—Manitoba and the N. W. 
T., excepting the Yukon Territory.—Placer 
mining claims generally arc loo feel square; 
entry fee, $5, renewable yearly. On tho 
North Saskatchewan River claims are 
either bar or bench, the former being 100 
feet long aud extending between high and 
low water mark. The latter Includes bar 
diggings, but extends back to the base of 
the hill or bank, but not exceeding 1,000 
feet. Where steam power Is used, claim® 
200 feet wide mdy be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner may obtain only two 
lenses of five mile® each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable In the discretion 
of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee's right is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars of the river below low 
water mark, and subject-to the rights of 
all person® who have, or .who may receive 
entries for bar diggings lr»r bench claims, 

; except on the Saskatchewan River where 
the lessee may dredge to high water mark 
I on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shall have a dredge In opera¬ 
tion within one season from the date of the 
lease for earii five miles, but where a per¬ 
son or company has obtained more than one 
lease one dredye for each fifteen miles or 
fraction l® sufficient. Rental, $10 per 
annum for each, mile of river leased. 
Royalty at the rate of two and a half per 
cent, collected on the output after It ex¬ 
ceeds $10,1)00. 

Dredging In the Yukon Territory.—Six 
leases of five miles each may be granted to 
a free miner for a term of twenty years, 
also renewable. 

The lessee's right is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars in the river beldw low 
water m«rk. that boundary to be fixed by 
Its position, on the 1st day of August In tho 
year of the date of the lease. 

The lessee shall have one dredge In opera¬ 
tion within two years from the date of the 
lease, and one dredge for each five miles 
within six years from Buch date. Rental, 
$100 per mile for first year and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent year. Royalty, 
same as placer mining. 

Placer Mining In the Yukon Territory.— 
Creek, gulch, river and hill claims shall 
not exceed 250 feet In length, measured on 
the base line or general direction of the 
creek or gulch, the wjdth being from 1,000 
to 2.000 feet. All other placer claims shall 
be 250 feet square. 

Claims are marked by two legal posts, • 
one at each end. bearing notices. Entry \ 
must be obtained within ten days, if th® 
claim is within ten milea of Muting Re¬ 
corder’s office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
must hold a free miner’s certificate. 

The discoverer of a new mine la entitled 
to a claim of 1,000 feet tn length, and If the 
party consists of two. 1.500 feet altogether, 
on the output of which no royalty shall be 
chaTged, the rest of the party ordinary 
claims only. 

Entry fee, $10. .Royalty at the rate of 
two ami one-half per cent, on the value of 
the gold shipped from the Yukon Territory 
to be paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner shall receive n grant of 
more than one mining claim on each separ¬ 
ate river, creek or gulch, but the same 
miner may hold any number of claims by 
purchase, and free miners may work their 
claim® In partnership by filing notice and 
paying fee of $2. A claim may be aban¬ 
doned, and another obtained on the same 
creek, gulch or river, by giving uotlee and 
paying a fee. 

Work must be done on a claim each year 
to the value of at least $ 200 . 

A certificate that work has been done 
must be obtained each year: If not. the 
claim shall be dieemed to be abandoned, and 
open to occupation and entry by a free 
miner. 

The boundaries of a claim may be defined 
absolutely by having a survey made and 
publishing notices In the Yukon Official 
Gaxette. 

Petroleum.—All unappropriated Dominion 
lands .In Manitoba, the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and within the Yukon Territory, are 
open to prospecting for petroleum, and the 
Minister may reserve for an Individual or 
company having machinery on ihe land to 
be prospected an area of 1.920 acres for 
such period as he may decide, the length 
of which shall not exceed three times the 
breadth. Should the prospector discover 
oil In paying quantities, und satisfactorily 
establish ®ueh discovery, an wren not ex¬ 
ceeding 040 acres. Including rfhe oil well, 
will be sold to the prospector at the rate or 
$1 an acre, and the remainder of the tract 
reserved, namely. 1,280 acres, will be sold 
at the rat*r»f $8 an acre, subject to royalty 
at such rate as may be specified by Order 
In Council.

Oentlemen:—Your legislation committee 
having considered the undermentioned sub¬ 
ject beg to report and recomiuoud ss fol¬ 
lows: 

Re amendments to the Municipal Clauses 
Act aud the Municipal Elections Act. 

Attached hereto Is a copy of a bill in 
each case to amend the said acts, contain¬ 
ing such amendments that, In the opinion 
of the committee, should be made to the 
acts. 

Re communication from the city clerk of 
Fernle, submittlug a resolution passed by 
the municipal council of the cltj of Ferule, 
urglug amendment to the Municipal Clauses 
Act to give power to city municipalities to 
construct, maintain and operate telephone 
systems throughout municipalities. Your 
committee recommends that the council's 
support be given to this resolution. 

Your committee have also bad under con¬ 
sideration the following: 

A constant source of complaint and an¬ 
noyance In the city of Victoria Is the ex¬ 
istence on the main thorough fare |of Chinese 
laundry shacks, and the regulation and con¬ 
trol of laundries in the city occupies much 
time, and the existence of laundries on 
frequented thoroughfares and In populated 
districts la dangerous to the public health. 

Ln other countries, towns aud boroughs 
possess their own baths and wash houses, 
constructed and maintained out of the 
rat«w, but conducted aa business concerns, 
and, It la believed, self-maintained. 

In British Columbia, under sub-section® 
91 and 106 of section 50. municipalities are 
given the power to prohibit aud regulate 
the construction aud use of laundries, to 
prevent construction and to order their r«- 
moral from any particular street or local¬ 
ity where they constitute a nuisance or 
eye-sore. 

Municipalities are obviously loath to act 
upon a hardworking and desirable Indus¬ 
try. But for this fact it would be extreme¬ 
ly desirable to exercise the statutory pow¬ 
er. and It would be equitable aud reason¬ 
able to do ao. If out of the municipal funds 
suitable wa«h houses are provided. 

The city could fix on a convenient site, 
where the presence of laundries would In¬ 
convenience nobody; erect a given number 
of modern and up-to-date wash houses and 
rent them at a profitable rent to those dis¬ 
possessed by any order of removal. Wheth¬ 
er baths open to the public at moderate 
charges (Including prlvate^baths and public 
awlmtulng bath) could be* profitably work¬ 
ed in conjunction with these bath houses 
U another question, but If the municipality 
erected steam power and supplied to Its 
tenants at fixed rate* hot water and 
steam It would possibly pay to put baths 
ns sa adjunct. To carry out the above It 
will be necessary to amend the -act to get 
the require 1 power. 

The following amendment la suggested 
to section 5o Yta a new sub-section: 

“For purchasing, acquiring, holdlug. 
maintaining and managing real property 
for public baths aud wash houses; and for 
electing anJ constructing or leasing or 
conducting and maintaining baths and 
wash houyes, and for assessing, levying. 
In addition to all other rates and taxes, a 
special rate or tax for ail or any of such 
purpose®." 

Adopted. Tliesc amendment® will be 
laid before the municipal committee of 
th® legislature.

Feb. 21.—With the 
decision of the student body of the Uni¬ 
versity of St. Petersburg to suspend 
studies for the remainder of the univer¬ 
sity year almost the whole educutionnl 
system of Russia has entered upon a 
period of stagnation. Other universities, 
gymnasia and even grammar schools 
already were on strike and the military 
throughout the empire have been obliged 
to resort to restrain schoolboys of tender

Soldiers and Sailors’ Concert to - Be 
Given Shortly—Good Programme 
Promised. 


About 125 feet of wharfage in the 
centre of the city (between Bastion 
and Yates Streets), with all neces¬ 
sary warehouses and other build¬ 
ings thereon.

The objects which those organizing the 
concert in aid of the Sailors and Soldiers’ 
Horne. Esqhimdlt. have In view were set 
forth in an article which appeared in 
the Times some three weeks ago. On 
January 31st this paper published a 
complete tutnncinl statement giving tWe 
expense^, and receipts of the Home, from 
the tjjrfe of its inception, in 1900. up to 
Dee&nber 31 st last. The current ac¬ 
count proved that the institution had 
practically paid its way since the open¬ 
ing In May last, and this, although the 
absence of the ships from Esquinialt near¬ 
ly all summer had been closely followed 
by great reductions in the Pacific squad¬ 
ron. From the building account it ap¬ 
peared that, thanks to generous contribu¬ 
tions nlready acknowledged, the debt of 
$1,500, with which tho institution open¬ 
ed. had been reduced to $900 nt the close 
of last year. 

Of the total adverse balance of $1,090, 
$150 was due to fresh outlay, since tho 
opening, on the additional beds, furni¬ 
ture, games, ete.. whicn were found neces¬ 
sary to meet the large demands made 
Upon the accommodation of the Home. 

The institution has fulfilled the most 
sanguine l*»i>(* of its promotors, and, 
but for the departure of the fleet from 
Esquimalt. there would have l>een no dif¬ 
ficulty in gradually paying off th« debt. 
Between May tith and December 31st. 
3.01 meals were served, 1,323 beds let 
and 181 baths taken. The current ac¬ 
count for January shows that the Home 
at present is actually being run at a 
profit. 

It will obriously be necessary, after H. 
M- 8. Bonaventure has left, to reduce 
the working expenses of the place. It 
is proposed to open the building only dur¬ 
ing the men’s hours of leave. It will un¬ 
questionably be still of great benefit to 
the soldiers and sailors who remain, 
especially as the naval canteen is to be 
1 entirely closed on h ehruary 28th. The 
committee wish to tide over the time 
w$ich must elapse before the Dominion 
government establishes its own forces at 
h^quimnlr. when the Hntue will have a 
wilier field of usefulness than before. 

I Institutions of 11 similar class exist in 
every port worthy the name throughout 
I t|ie length and breadth of the United 
Kingdom. They are outward and visible 
signs of the thought which people in the 
014 Country take for the welfare and 
comfort of their, navy and army. Surely 
Cuaadian* will take no leas thought of 
these matters, but will erect and support 
buildings in which their own sailors and 
syidiers may always find kindly welcome 
a lid cheerful relaxation. 

The committee of management feel 
that they should not further delay in 
making a vigorous attempt to clear the 
Home of debt. II. M. 8. Bonaventure 
4 on the ere of departure, and it ia ex¬ 
tremely uncertain whether the two re¬ 
maining ship* may not also be removed 
before long.

“If the amendment® introduced by J. 
II. Hawthoruthwaite becomes law I will 
close my mines at L’omox aud Extension 
and keep them closed until the law is 
repealed." This i* the statement, made 
by James lJuimmuir. of the Wellington 
Colliery Company, to a Times reporter. 

The objectionable amendments are as 
follows: 

“Any owner, agent or manager, or 
anyoue acti-ig in their behalf, who em¬ 
ploys or detains underground in any coal 
mine any person for a longer period than- 
eight hours from bank to bank iq every 
twenty-four hours shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding one hundred dol¬ 
lars nor less than twenty-five dollars for 
each person so employed or detained. 

“Any miner, mlue laborer or under¬ 
ground laborer who works underground 
in any mine for a longer period than 
eight hours from bank to bank in every 
twenty-four hours shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding one hundred dol¬ 
lars nor less than twenty-five. Provided 
always, that these penalties shall not 
apply where any miner, mine labbrer, or 
underground worker lias been employed 
or detained underground for a longer 
period than eight hours from bank to 
bank in any twenty-four hours owing to 
the <iceurreuce of an accideut. or in 
endeavoring to save or protect human 
life. . 

“ ‘Twentjr-four hours,’ for the purpose 
of this act, shall menu from midnight to 
midnight”

Again another half 
hour is required to carry the men from 
the bottom of tho shaft to the head of it
